This is a 3 day weekend for most American hams due to monday being 
"Labor Day." 


The sun continues to be unusually quiet since the big X-class flare 
in mid-July. Almost scary and hope that didn't end up being the 
maximum for this solar cycle :-( The solar flux rose to around 

180 earlier this week, and back to 150's today and this weekend. 
That means 10M will likely not be open, 15M will be open but only 
fair propagation openings and higher than normal absorption; 20M 
will be the main band this weekend for good QRP DX work. Although, 
both 20 and 15M could sport some good gray-line propagation ... 
that period of time around local sundown (+/- an hour or so). 


40M should be fairly good over the weekend. A pesty coronal hole 
has caused a few periods of minor storming this week, but it looks 
the effects are about gone ... so 40M should have about normal 
noise levels in evening hours. With lower solar flux, that means 
the D-layer is not being ionized as much as usual, meaning lower 
absorption in mid to late afternoon on 40M ... so some surprising 
daylight DX is possible on 40M and 30M. Of course at night, both 
of those bands should be great for QSO's. 


Have a nice long weekend and good DX.

A Type II sweep is caused by the shockwave from the flare passing 
through the sun's magnetic field lines, generating radio energy at 
high frequencies (200-300MHz) and "sweeping" downward. As the 
shockwave travels outward from the sun, lower and lower frequencies 
will be generated. Thus, by monitoring the lowest frequency "heard" 
vs. time, the speed of the shockwave is determined. 


> AN ASSOCIATED CME WAS OBSERVED OVER THE SOUTHWEST 
> LIMB IN THE LASCO C2 FIELD OF VIEW, BEGINNING AT 1854Z. 


A coronal mass ejection (CME) occured with this flare, but being 
located on the southwest limb of the sun, the trajectory will miss 
the earth. This flare/CME will NOT cause a geomagnetic disturbance. 


> IB. SOLAR ACTIVITY FORECAST: SOLAR ACTIVITY IS EXPECTED TO BE 
> MOSTLY LOW, BUT THERE CONTINUES TO BE A SLIGHT-TO-FAIR CHANCE FOR AN

There is one active region on the sun that has been developing over 
the past couple of days. If it continues to strengthen in magnetic 
complexity (field lines running between sunspots), it COULD produce 
a large flare, but not highly likely due to the lack of enegy so far.

A coronal hole on the sun gushes out high speed particles that 

ride along on the solar wind. This is characterized by high solar 
wind speed, but normal or low density. (As opposed to a flare/CME 
whose shockwave contains both high speed and high density of 
particles). The high speed alone in enough to cause disturbances 

to our magnetic field. It appears the effects of the coronal hole, 
and the resultant high speed solar wind speed stream, are about over 
and our geomagnetic field should remain fairly quiet for the next 
several days (like the long weekend!)

Let's wind up the first ever Summer 20M Fox Hunt with a big bang tomorrow! 

For you committed hounds out there it's the last chance before withdrawal sets 
in-- long time to the Winter hunt! And the rest of you can be content with 
helping to make history [g]. It's been a very close race among hounds, foxes, 
and teams, and every one of those categories (and associated prizes) is on the 
line and up for grabs tomorrow. 


If you haven't worked a fox before-- please try! I'll tell you everything you 
need to know, and guarantee you my best efforts to work you regardless of your 
speed, experience, and signal strength. 


I'll be ONE of the TWO FOXES tomorrow afternoon. That's Sunday, for two hours 
from 2pm MDT (3pm PDT, 4pm CDT, 5pm EDT), here in the US. Or 2000Z for those 
of you outside these longitudes. 


I'll be poking my head out of the den somewhere around 14.0615, depending on 
conditions and QRM. 


Here are the "procedural notes" that are designed to guarantee you success as a 
hound- - 


I will be sending my exchange fast-- 559 CO ET 153 and will prefix AND usually 
suffix the hound's call. In other words a typical exchange from me will be 
KOEVZ TU 559 CO ET 153 KOEVZ BK. The theory is that you will hear my exchange 
many times, and it's even printed here, so all you really have to listen for is 
your own callsign which will probably be sent slower. 


Please send your call ONCE, and spread out over a KHz or so up or down from my 
transmitting frequency. Please avoid operating zero-beat with my transmitting 
frequency if you can. I will listen up and down as far as I need to. The 
reason for asking you to call once and keep away from my transmitting frequency 
is that when there are many stations calling, I will probably be working a 
station before you can send your call a second time, so repeating your call is 
just going to cause QRM for the exchange that is underway. Later, if you hear 
me calling CQ or QRZ? it will be a different story. There are no hard and fast 
rules, and I will adapt my technique as needed and you can certainly do the 
same. 


Please don't repeat your information! If I don't copy your entire exchange I 
will ask for a repeat in the form of CALL?, ST? (state), NAME?, NR? (number or 
power). Ox just AGN? if I need the whole exchange. Repeating your info just 
takes extra time which could cost someone else a pelt. 


Please be patient-- I do WANT to give you a pelt, and if I can hear you I will 
work you eventually. I was thinking about suggesting that some of you wait 
till the second hour, but propagation can change so much that a station that is 
heard in the first hour might be impossible the second. Main thing is to 
remember that if I haven't called you after several tries you should not give 
up. I myself personally am in the log as one fox's very last QSO, and I had 
been calling for a solid hour. There was another (K7Q0) who was simply not 
there until the ionosphere shrugged its shoulders and he popped up just long 
enough for a shot. Patience pays off! 


I'll be using the OHR500 running 5W to a GAP Titan vertical. Backup rig is the 
OHR100A, and backup antenna is a 40M doublet. I am also going to doa 
temporary and low installation of a 20M dipole which I'll use for a bit of Near 
Vertical if hounds become thin on the ground. I'll use the CMOS III keyer, 
Schurr Profi paddle, and external SCAF filter as needed. I have more backup 
keyers and paddles than I can list [g]. 


So far, no summer fox has encountered more hounds than he could work-- the real 
pile up is dealt with in the first half hour to 50 minutes of the hunt. So far 
the highest number of pelts handed out by one fox is 92, and at least TWICE as 
many could be done. 


One last thing I forgot to mention last time-- I've prepared a special QSL card 
for the fox hunt, so if you need or want CO..... 


In the immortal words of our first Prez, George WA, "It is a fine day for a fox 
chase, my boys." 


Good hunting, and may the Fox be with you!

Bob, N7XJ, and Allan, K7GT, have been doing a backpack/QRP trip through the 
Sequoia park backcountry. We emerged Thursday afternoon and can now tell 
the tale! 


The following worked K7GT/p at one or another of our campsites: 
W6DAN WE6W N6WG (twice, once at 200mW) N6MX WA6HHQ 
K7PDN N7VE  K7FD WA6FEJ NC7W WA7SPY  WR6C 

K50I K6III K6KX/m KN6QG ~~ K7HZ 


All QSOs were on 40m cw. All but one of our campsites were basically in holes. 
One especially was very deep at 7000' with peaks to 12500 to the east and 
10000 ' 

to the immediate west. Our plans to be on from 4 to 6 PM just didn't work. 
Either 

we were still hiking or recovering, or dodging T-storms, or just plain too 
tired to 

get up an antenna. Most typically we got on by 6:30 or 7PM local time. The 
NC40A 

did superb work for us (we shared the rig in 1/2 hour spurts). Another trick 
that 

was tried and found to be very useful was to use a splitter adapter for the 
headpnones lines so that the 'off' operator could participate by listening to 
the 

conversation while the ‘on 


operator was doing his thing. 


My 10-cell AA holder lost a solder joint (not verified until this afternoon!) 
and the 

8-cell backup one was used. In usage of about 2 hours plus each evening with 
about 

1/2 hour each morning we found an 8 cell AA pack to last about 3 1/2 days 
before 

getting reports of chirpy signals. So, for our trip of 6 (projected at 7) 
days, one set 

with a full set of backup batteries would have been sufficient. Although we 
had gear, 

the sites did not in general seem good enough to even put up a 20m antenna. 
Bob did get a single QSO in the CQC event (we had only just put up the 
antennas 

at the last 15 minutes of the contest!!). 


Our campsites, for those who really care, were: 

Day 1 Buck Cr elev 7200' and in a canyon 

Day 2 Hamilton Lake elev 8200', again in a canyon (cirque really, and one of 
the 

prettiest spots on earth) 

Day 3 Big Arroyo elev 9500'. In the pines along with rain and T-storms. 
Antenna 

raising delayed until about 7PM due to lightning on the Kaweah range peaks. 
Day 4 Timber Gap Jct (a.k.a. Cliff Cr jct) elev 7000'. A deep deep canyon. 
Fortunate 

for us was that campfires are allowed at that low elevation. We needed one 


desperately to dry out from the passage over Black Rock Pass (elev 11600' in 
day two of rain...) 

Day 5 Bearpaw Meadow, elev 7900'. Nice radio propagation to the south. (We got 
599 from LA area every time!) Probably our best site, although surely not 
optimal. 


Concerns about changing weather (i.e., continuing rain rather than the more 
typical 

afternoon T-storm cycle) lead us to do the 11.3 mi hike out on Thursday. It 
turns out 

to be well advised as Fresno, down in the lowlands, received 1/3 inch the next 
day! 


We had a ball. Hooray for Wayne Burdick and the ever faithful NC40A!! 

Also hooray for Split Pea Andersons at Santa Nella who gave us our first real 
meal 

in a week. I can recommend them highly and they didn't refuse seating to two 
scroungy characters, escapees from bear country. Oh, we did see a bear. A very 
young cub of no more than 50 pounds or so. LOTS of bear scat, though, as it is 
berry season in the high country.
